Japanese is a tricky language for most Westerners, and 
translation is often more art than science. For your edification 
and reading pleasure, here are notes on some of the places 
where we could have gone in a different direction with our 
translation of the work, or where a Japanese cultural reference is 
used.

For those who are interested, the pun in the Japanese version 
was based on kon’yaku (betrothal) and konnyaku, or konjac, 

a kind of plant used to make jellies, and as an ingredient in all 
kinds of things. The foods Maya lists are konnyaku salad, shirataki 
soup (shirataki are noodles made from konnyaku), ito-konnyaku 
spaghetti Cito-konnyaku is another kind of noodle made from 
konnyaku), and of course, red konnyaku steak.

Nihachi Kanenari, Buck Wheatley 

-Nihachi-soba (or two-eight soba) is a reference to a kind 

(of soba, which is two parts udon flour and eight parts soba 
(buckwheat) flour. Kanenari is a reference to money, and how 
Wealthy he is. We called him Buck Wheatley, relying mostly on 
the pun, but also on the fact that “buck” is slang for money.

Tsukimi Kanenari, Diana Wheatley 
Tsukimi means “beauty of the moon,” so we named 
her Diana after the Roman goddess.

Kasumi Kanenari, Vale Wheatley, 

Kasumi means mist, but the’ obvious English version 
of that name, Misty, is already the name of a 
Prominent character in the Ace Attorney series. We 
took the “mist” to be a reference to the haziness of 
Tsukimi’s memories, and called Kasumi “Vale,” as a 
play on “veil.” 


Yyumeko Aizawa, Dreama Love 
Pretty straightforward. Dreama comes from the yume (dream) in 
Yumeko, and Love comes from the ai (love) in Aizawa.

Morie Kidai, Alice Butler 
Kidai is a very polite term to refer to someone’s house, and morie 


comes from moru, to serve (as in food). We named her Alice 
after the housekeeper in “The Brady Bunch,” and Butler because 


she’s a housekeeper. 


Dream Clinic, Sogni d’Oro Clinic 

We thought “Dream Clinic” would be too close to the name 
“Dreama,” so we changed her clinic’s name to the Italian for 
sweet dreams, Sogni d’Oro (literally “golden dreams”). 


Manpwtku, El Breakfast Nook ; 
Manptiku is the Japanese word for “full stomach (manpuku) 


with an American accent. Since they serve omelets, we called 
it a breakfast nook, and for the faux ethnic feel, we stuck an 


“al” at the beginning of it. 


Umasoba Ichiban, Top Kitty Noodles 

Ichiban is part of a brand name of soba noodles in Japan, and 
Top Ramen is part of a brand of ramen in the States. Since 
there’s a cat on the packaging, we thought it would be safe to 
call it Top Kitty (but not Top Cat, because that’s a copyrighted 
cartoon character). Umasoba Ichiban means “yummy soba 


number one.” 
Turnabout Gurgitation 


Yoshizumi Toriyama, Kevin Hattori 

Yoshizumi is the name of an announcer in Japan. We couldn’t 
guite figure out what Toriyama is a reference to, but it means 
“bird mountain,” and can refer to the giant gatherings of birds 
over parts of the ocean where the most fish can be found. 

For now, we’ve decided to go with Kevin Hattori, after Yukio 
Hattori (a commentator on “Iron Chef”) and Kevin Brauch (an 
announcer on “Iron Chef: America”). 
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Muscle Taketora, Arnold “Muscles” Balboa 

The Gormand Fighters use stage names. His is Muscle 
Taketora. Muscle is pretty obvious, and Taketora means 
“strong tiger,” being a reference to his muscliness. We 
kept the name “Muscles” as a nickname (making it plural, 
because that’s how we do that in the States) and gave 
him a couple of really strong sounding names: Arnold 
from Arnold Schwarzenegger and Balboa as in Rocky 
Balboa. 


Risa Eko, Risa lko 

The important thing in Risa Eko (or Eko Lisa, as it would 
be pronounced in the original Japanese) is the pun on 
ecology. Because her character design is very Japanese, 
we wanted to give her Japanese names, but we changed 
Eko to Iko, to make the name sound a little like “recycle.” 


Justice Masayoshi, Milo “Fairplay” Kent 

Masayoshi, like Justice, means “justice.” Thanks to Apollo 
Justice, we can’t use this name. Instead, we gave him 

the nickname Fairplay, because he always plays fair, and 
the last name Kent, after Superman's alterego. We gave 
him the first name Milo, because it means “merciful,” 

and because we wanted to keep the alliteration with his 
magician name, Magical Masayoshi (Magical Milo). 


Michizane Shimon, Carl Caesar 

A shimon’ya is someone who would go through the 
streets (michi) selling cheap food. This made us think 

of fast food, so we named him Carl after Carl’s Jr., and 
Caesar after Little Caesar’s. We thought of a few other 
names like Carl Rubio and Carl LaRosa, but we thought 
Rubio and LaRosa might be too local, and not very widely 
familiar. 


Ran Tatsumaki, Gale Cyclone 

This character is named after her tornado of mayonnaise, 
and her tornado hair. Ran means “storm” and tatsumaki 
means “tornado.” Hence, Gale Cyclone. 


Kaen Homura, Caliente del Fuego 
Kaen and homura both mean “flame,” so we wanted to 
give him a name that was “hot.” 


Honorifics Explained 


Throughout the Kodansha Comics books, you will find Japanese 
honorifics left intact in the translations. For those not familiar 
with how the Japanese use honorifics and, more important, 

how they differ from American honorifics, we present this brief 
overview, 


Politeness has always been a critical facet of Japanese culture. 
Ever since the feudal era, when Japan was a highly stratified 
society, use of honorifics—which can be defined as polite soeech 
that indicates relationship or status—has played an essential 

role in the Japanese language. When addressing someone in 
Japanese, an honorific usually takes the form of a suffix attached 
to one’s name (example: “Asuna-san”), is used as a title at 

the end of one’s name, or appears in place of the name itself 
(example: “Negi-sensei,” or simply “Sensei!”). 


Honorifics can be expressions of respect or endearment. In the 
context of manga and anime, honorifics give insight into the 
nature of the relationship between characters. Many English 
translations leave out these important honorifics and therefore 
distort the feel of the original Japanese. Because Japanese 
honorifics contain nuances that English honorifics lack, it is our 
policy at Kodansha Comics not to translate them. Here, instead, 
iS @ guide to some of the honorifics you may encounter in 
Kodansha Comics books. 


“san: This is the most common honorific and is equivalent to 
Mr., Miss, Ms., or Mrs. It is the all-purpose honorific and can be 
used in any situation where politeness is required. 


“Sama: This is one level higher than “-san” and is used to confer 
great respect. : 


“dono: This comes from the word “tono,” which means “lord.” It is 
an even higher level than “-sama” and confers utmost respect. 


“kun: This suffix is used at the end of boys’ names to express 
familiarity or endearment. It is also sometimes used by men 


among friends, or when addressing someone younger or of a 
lower station. 


-chan: This is used to express endearment, mostly toward 
girls. It is also used for little boys, pets, and even among 
lovers. It gives a sense of childish cuteness. 


Bozu: This is an informal way to refer to a boy, similar to 
the English terms “kid” and “squirt.” 


Sempai/Senpai: This title suggests that the addressee Is 
one’s senior in a group or organization. It is most often 
used in a school setting, where underclassmen refer to 
their upperclassmen as “sempai.” It can also be used in 
the workplace, such as when a newer employee addresses 
an employee who has seniority in the company. 


Kohai: This is the opposite of “sempai” and is used toward 
underclassmen in school or newcomers in the workplace. 
it connotes that the addressee is of a lower station. 


Sensei:Literally meaning “one who has come before,” 
this title is used for teachers, doctors, or masters of any 
profession or art. 


-[blank]: This is usually forgotten in these lists, but it is 
perhaps the most significant difference between Japanese 
and English. The lack of honorific means that the speaker 
has permission to address the person in a very intimate 
way. Usually, only family, soouses, or very close friends 
have this kind of permission. Known as yobisute, it can be 
gratifying when someone who has earned the intimacy 
starts to call one by one’s name without an honorific. But 
when that intimacy hasn’t been earned, it can be very 
insulting. 
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
